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PREFACE. 
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T HE Gosptr-mrory is moſtly concerning the public 
miniſtry of JesUs CALs r, during three years and a 


half; which was the first half of the laſt of Daniel's ſeven- 


ty weeks of years in the midſt of which the Mess1am was to 
be cut off. But the Evangeliſts did not write in the form 


of annals; or ſo as to methodiſe the various events, by the 


years of our Lokp's miniſtry in which they took place. 


Moreover, the Evangeliſts did not write according to 
the order of time in which the events recorded by them 
fell out.—It is true, that the Evangeliſt Joan appears not 
to have departed from this order, —except in one inſtance, 
where he ſeems to anticipate the anointing of our Lorp 
at Bethany (xii. 3,—8.), five days before it took place. 
And the Evangeliſt MarTHew appears to have departed 
from it, only in eight inſtances as at the foot of the page“. 
But the Evangeliſts Marx and Luxe, while obſerving a 
proper order of matter, do frequently and greatly de- 


part from the order of time; often recording things firſt 


that were laſt, and things laſt that were firſt. 

| Beſides there are ſeveral gaps, and ſometimes very large, 
in the hiſtory of each Evangeliſt, —eſpecialiy JohN; where

It is therefore very neceſſary for a thorough underſtan- 
ding of the Goſpel-hiſtory,—to have the ſame, as record- 
ed by each Evangeliſt, reduced to the order of time, un- 
der the ſeveral years of our LorD's miniſtry z with the har- 
mony of all the four ſet in one view, —ſhewing how the gaps 
in one are filled up by another. And this is the purpoſe of 
the firſt of the following Tables: which alſo contains an ab- 
ſtract of the Goſpel-hiſtory.— According to Dr Wai, the 
Paſſover at which our Loxpſuffered, fell upon the 21ſt day 
of March ; and matters are ſtated accordingly at the cloſe 


of this Table. 


The uſe of the other Tables will appear at firſt view. 
The figures are moſtly conform to Dr Waits  GosPEL» 
HISTORY. As to the laſt, no further juſtneſs or exact- 
neſs is pretended to, than that the diſtanees were careful- 
ly meaſured on a map of the country, with ſome aſſiſtance 
of Dr Lightfeot's CHorogr arpHica ; according to which, 
alſo, the places did lie either upon or neareſt to the di- 
rections which are marked. And this Table will ſerve to 
give ſome view of our Lonxv's journeyings ; with the pro- 
pottions of his miniſtry (from the references made to the 
firft Table) which the ſeveral places enj joyed.

V AS written before the other three. He was the on 
of Alpheus, and is alſo called Levi.

converſe with Chriſt enabled him to write a credible hiſtory of 


him. He wrote this Goſpel about the year 61, at the time 
when Paul and Peter preached at Rome, when the Hebrews 
ſuffered a heavy perſecution, which almoſt drove them into a- 
poſtacy, and obliged Paul to write his epiſtle to them. No- 
thing, therefore, would be of more utility at this time, than a 
hiſtory of the life, miracles, and reſurrection of Chriſt. All the 
Fathers agree, that Matthew wrote his Goſpel in Hebrew , not 
the language of the old Teſtament, but the dĩalect in-uſe at Je- 
ruſalem, Which was a mixture of Hebrew and Chaldee, for 
the benefit of the Chriſtians in Judea.

He tells us, he 
writes it, becauſe “ many had taken in hand to ſet forth in or- 
« der a declaration of things which are more furely believed ;'* 
and therefore muſt have had exceptions to ſome of theſe things 
which were written to rectify which he ſeems to have compoſed 
this Goſpel. It is obſerved by Grabe and Milne, that St Luke 
had his eye particularly on the Egyptian Goſpel, which was 
written by Eſſenes. Luke is the only evangeliſt who mention; 
\ our Saviour's command to his diſciples to ſell their lands in Pa, 
| leftine, (which would have been taken from them in a time of 
perſecution, and to give the money to the poor; becauſe theſe 
lands might have-been a ſnare to the Chriſtians / there, in draw- 
ing them back to Judaiſm. He is the only evangeliſt who re · 
lates the converſatlon betwixt Gabriel and Mary, probably 
with a view to correct the falſe account in the Egyptian Goſpel, 
of which we have the remains in the Koran.

Epiſtle.” The Epiſtles to the Corlatbiaps were not written 
merely to the church there, but 17 all the churches i in Achais; 
hat . Col. . 2. _ ought te to be read, * Called to be hints ogy with

* and elſe where.“ This church ſeems to have had eminent 


teachers, beſides Paul. Criſpus and Saſthenes were teachers, 


before they became Chriſtians. Apollos,'a learned and eloquent 


Je reſided ſome time at Corinth, — It appears from this Epiſ- 


tle, that the public worſhip of the primitive Chriſtians wag 
very different from ours. — In our churches the miniſter only 


has a right to exhort and explain the ſcriptures ; in the firſt 


churches the laity were allowed to ſpeak for general edification. 
As many of the firſt Chriſtians had extraordinary gifts of the 
Holy Ghoſt, theſe ſeem to have ſpoken alternately; ſome who 
had the gift of tongues ſpake in foreign languages, and de- 
monſtrated the truth. of the Chriſtian religion ; ſome propheſied, 
ſome prayed. In this Epiſtle Paul expreſſes ſatis faction at all 
the good he knew about them; rebukes the Seftaries among 
them, and defends; himſelf againſt his adverſary; orders them to 
excommunicate - the inceſtuous-perſon ; he teaches. that fornica- 
tion is not an indifferent aft j anſwers their queries about marri- 
age; inſtruQs them hoꝶ to act with regard to idol oſfering:; 
cenſures the unbecoming dreſs of bath ſexes, the irregularities | 
committed at their loye-feaſts, the exerciſe of their gifts, in 
which they ſeem to have been | elated : he proves the reſurrec- 


tion of the dead, direQs as to the collections for the poor, 


promiſes them a viſit, and concludes with ſalutations. 

About the year 58 he wrote the SEC2ND Eers7LE, and ſent it 
by Titus; from whom he had got an account of the amendment of 
the Corinthians. In this Epiſtle, Paul giyes an account of his 
ſuffe rings, and bis online 4 vindicates himſelf agajaſt thoſe 
who would not. allow him to be a true Apoſtle ; gives direction, 
about reſtoring the ince ſtuous man 3 treats of the office of preach.

At . of His journey into Macedonia, he left Timothy 
behind him at Ephefits, to reſtore perſectiorder in that church,

tle was- not ſo neceſſary for him as for the Epheſians, ſoit is a4 
much en epiftle to them as to him. Timothy appears - to have 
been the almoſt conſtant attendant of Paul. 
The next in order after the firſt to Tisch is that tothe Ri 
tant, written after Paul's ſecond arrival at Corinth A. D. 58, to 
inſtruct the church at Rome in the principal doctrines of Chriſ. 
tianity. He was cartied priſoner to Rome, in the ſpring of the 
Ser where he wrote his epiſtles to Philemon to the Cole. 
che Ephefians*, and the Pbiliapiants. Paul wrote the E. 
Sie to the Hebrews, in the Hebrew tongue, towards the end 
of his firſt impriſonment at Rome, to the Chriſtians in Paleſ. 
tine. The Epiſtle to Titus must have been written after Paul's 
impriſonment at Rome, but the year cannot be exactly known, 
It might perhaps with propriety be called the epistle to the 
Cretans, or churches in Crete, called, Amos ix. 3, Capbtor. The 
ſecond Epistle to Timothy was written during his last impriſon · 
ment at Rome. The year of this im iſonment is not certain;

Aaxz thoſe of James, Peter, John, and Jude ; so called, becauſe 
they were not-written to particular churches, but to the faith- 
ful diſperſed throughout whole countries. The ſecond and 
third Epiſtles of John, which are written to individual perſons, _ 
are annexed to his firſt Epiſtle, becauſe written by the ſame - 
poſtle. 8 | a 
The Epiſtle of Jauss was written by the Leſſer James, to 
the diſperſed. Jewiſh converts, to exhort them to conftancy in 
ſuffering, and to warn them agaiaſt certain Jewiſh vices, 

The firſt Epiſtle of Paræx was written to Gentile Proſelytes, 
who continued uncircumciſed; and were afterwards converted to 
Chriſtianity. . It is addreſſed “ to the elect ſtrangers, ſcattered 
& throughout Pontus, Galatia, &e. Peter had particular rea- 
ſons for addreffing theſe. The goſpel was at firft revealed to 
ſuch Gentiles as had acknowledged the true God, without be- 
ing circumciſed, Ads x. Maoy paſſages of this Epiſile are it- 
luſtrated, by ſuppoſing this epiſtle written to thoſe who had be- 
come Chriſtians from among the Jewiſh proſelytes. The apof- 
tle's chief deſign is to confirm the doctrine of Paul, which falſe 
teachers pretended he was oppoling, and to aTure the proſelytes 
that they Rood in the true grace of God. With this view he 
ealls them Elect; that they had been declared ſuch by the 
ſanctiſication of the Spirit, and helief of the truth; that they 
were regenerate. without ciitumciſion, &. It appears to have 
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are doubtleſs connected together. The epiſtle to the Coloſſians is like that 
to the Epheſidhs; both it its language and contents; infomuch that one il- 
luſtrates _ other. In theſe three epiſtles the Apoſtle ſhews the ſuperior» 
ty of Chriſt to the angels, and warns the Chriſtians againſt worſhipping an- 
gels. He cenſures the obfervation of Sabbaths, rebukes thoſe who forbid | 
marriage, and the touching of certain things g who deliver commandments 
of men concerning meats, and pruhibit them. He permits T imothy to drink 
wine, blames thoſe who abſtain from nouriſhing their bodies, and enjoin 
bodily exerciſe. He cautions againſt a philoſopby which teaches all theſe 
things, avd againſt perſons, who aſſume a great appearence of wiſdom and 
virtue. He delivers Hymencus over to Satan, becauſe he pretended, that 
there was no. teſurrection of the fleſh. Are not all theſe things advanced 
in oppoſition to the Eſſenes? and the expreſſions made use ot are for the 
moſt patt the ſame which Philo uſes 45 ſtating the principles of the Eſſenes.

* hive written in a city which he calls Babylon, and which the 


ancients ſuppoſe to be Rome. Many Proteſtants, however, ſup- 
pole it ſome particular place of the name of Babylon. But 
Michaelis, whom we have followed throughout, ſuppoſes that 
Babylon may be here uſed metaphorically for Jeruſalem; who 
had begun to perſecute the church, —an opinion not unlikely, if 
Silas and Silvanus be one perſon, as is commonly thougtt, 
The authentic: of the ſecond Epiſtle of Peter is diſputed. It is, 
however, generally believed to have been wrote about a year or 
two after the other, and three or four years be fore the deſttuc - 
tion of Jeruſalem, to the ſame perſons, and with much the ſame 
deſign as the firſt, in the view of the Apoſtle's approaching end. 
The firſt Epiſtle of Ions, was written to combat the errors of 


Cerinthus and the other Gnoſtics, ia oppoſition to whom he lays 


down three propoſitions, 1. That it is neceſſary to walk in the 
light, and to keep clear of the lufts of the fleſh, in order to have 
a ſhare in the kingdom of God. 2. That it is neceſſary to keep 
the new commandment of loving one another. 3. That Jeſus was 


Chriſt and the Son of God, not only in his baptiſm, but alſo üt 


the ſhedding of bis blood. — His Epiflle is simply an attestation 

of theſe truths; he enters into the proof of them in his Goſpel.— 
The time of writing this epiſtle is not agreed upon. Some place 
it in 91, 92, 93, or 99. Michaelis is of opinion, that it muſt 
have been penned before the deſtruction of Jeruſalem, to which 
event the 18th verſe of chap. 11. ſeems to allude; and that it 
was written before his goſpel, They ſeem to be both written 
with one deſign, and both relate to one ſpecies of heretics.— 
The Epiſtle appears to be addreſſed to Chriſtians. in general, 

- and not, as ſome ſuppoſe, to the Corinthians, or the Parthians. 
The Sxcond Epiſtle of John, as well as the Trap, tho“ diſ-

puted by ſome, are, ſays Michaelis, eaſily known to be his by 


their ſiyle. Dr Guife thinks the ſecond was addreffed to ſome 
particular Chriſtian, matron, of the name of Electa, and her 
children, not to the church in general, or elect, as ſome ſuppoſe. 
'The place from whence, and the time when they were written, 
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were "doin Epheſus, or ſome other part of the lefler A,

The Epiſtle of the Apoſtle Jenn, or Talia, Adiogvübed from

The Revelations of Jounc.. It is matter of diſpute whether St 


John the Evangeliſt or St Jobn the Apoſlle wrote this book, 
chiefly on account of the difference of ſtyle in the original Soha 


the goſpel and epiſtles of John. Various arguments are adduced 


10 confirm both the one opinion and the other, which our limits 


do not allow us to ſtate, Michaelis inclines to think it was 
wrote by St John the Apoſtle, chiefly from the date he gives it 


which though alſo diſputed, he adduces firong arguments from 


the book itſelf to prove that it was written in the reign of Clau- 


dius. The circumſtance of time,” ſays he, is very material 


towards the explanation of this book: for if what we have ad- 
vanced be true, the fixth chaper muſt be interpreted of the o- 
verthrow of the Jewiſh ſtate, and the other propheſies will ad- 
mit of an eaſy and natural interpretation, .confiſtent with the 
hiſtory of the world and of the church. But the ſame circum- 
Nance of time alſo expoſes the miſtake of thoſe who, by a fore- 
ed conſtruction of chap. xxii. 18, 19, pretend that St John co. 

cluded and ſealed the canon of the New Teſtament.““ 


— — 

Many cf the New-Teſtament writings cannot be perſeckly underſtood, 
without an acquaintance with the errors of the times, to refute which, ſume 
of theſe writings were particularly intended. It is alfo very neceflary to 
know the ſtate or ſituation of choſe churches to whom epiſtles were addreſ- 
ſed, in order to comprehend fully, the import and force of theſe epiſt les. On 
this account we ſubjoin a few obſervations on ſome opinions of the Jews, at 
the commencement of the Chriſtian diſpenſation, and alſo of the particular 
notions of Cerinthus and the Gnoſtics. The firſt will enable the reader to 


ſee the force of the chain of docti ines contained in the epiſtle to the Romans > :

Their docirihe 
reſpeQing election was equally gbſurd and ſhocking. They interpreted the 
promiſe that God made to Abrahara and his ſeed to apply 6 the whole he- 
iſm nation, and afferted that God was bound to fulfil theTe promiſes to their 
nation, whether they wererrigbtequgpy wicked; faithlefs or believing, Theſe 
* hbtions or part of them, had very likely tinctured the minds of thoſe ſtran- 
gers from Rome, who dre. mentioned as witneffing the effuſion of theSpirit on 
. the day of Pentecoſt, and who, on their return, ſowed the firſt ſeeds of Chriſ- 
- tlapity at Rome. At any rate theſe notions preyailed there, when Paul wrote

| his Epiſtle, the whole of which, it is evident, tends to coutitera@t theſe errors. 


. Of Cxxtxtaus and the Gnorties,.-+--- The Egyptian Philoſophy pervaded 
the whole of the Eaſt. It was capable of producing, it would appear, very 
- different effects, and it made its appearance in the Chriſtian Church undef a 
- twofold and very diſſimilar form. Some derived from it an auſtere and ek- 
travagant ſyſtem of morals, of which number were the Eſſenes. Others 
made uſe of certain ofiits tenets, ſuch as that which placed the origin of evil 
in the body to palliate their vices; and of this kind were thofe different ſets 
_ which the fathers uſually comprehend under the general name of Gnoſties, 
- Cerf{othus cannot with certainty bè ranked under either cf theſe claſſes. 
His idea of the millennium, however, approaches ner to the diſſblut e dot- 
trines of the Gnoſtics; but he differed from them in this, that be received 
the law of Moſes His docttines were derived from the Egyptian philoſo- 
phy. He believed; that the moſt high God was entirely unknown befofe 
the time of Chriſt, and dwelt in a remote heaven; with the chief and beſt 
"ſpirits, or Zoves: This ſupreme God fiſt generated an only begotten ſon, 
(MoNOGENES,) who again begat the word (10Gos,) which was yet inferior to 
Aeon, but far ſuperior to others. From the. Aeones again precee ed yet 
Joer) orders of ſpir its; and particularly one Demiurgus, who created this 
viſible world out of an eternal matter. He Knew not the ſup+enie God, and 
was much lower than theſe Aeones which were wholly inviſible. The fame 
Demiurgus was the ptrticular god and protector of the Iſrachtes, and ſent 
Moſes and the prophets. Cerimthus confilered Jeſus as a mere man; 
E it is doubtful whether he thought him the natural ſon of Joſeph, or a 
Jon of the Demiurgus. To this Jeſus, according to Cerinthus, Chriſt was u- 
nited in baptiſm ; fo that Jeſus was not Entiſt, but a perſon in iirtimate u- 
nion with Chriſt. But when Je ſus was. to ſuffer, Chriſt left him and fled in- 
to the uppeitabſt heaven. Jeſus propagated the knowledge of the moſt high 
God upon earth, and he will return and ere a kingdom of a thouſand years 
at. Jerufalem, in which his diſciples ſhall enjoy in abundance all kinds ot ſen- 
ſual pleaſures----Thele doctrines are controverted throughout the whole-gf 
John '« Goſpel. Cerinthus was for retaining all that patt of the law of Mo- 
ſes, which Chriſt bad not'expreſsly aboliſhed. St. John refutes thas, by re- . 
cording the promiſes of Chrilt to the apoſtles of the continual inſpiration of 
the Holy Spirit, which would enable them to ſet forth ſome things which he 
had not while on earth ſo fully explained. Cerinthus was for keeping up the 
difference between the Jews and Gentiles. St. John thete fore ſets forth the 
commandment of Cauriit to love one another, which could only bene in 
this teſpect, that it commanded-the Jews to love the Gentiles; and this doc- 
trine of love, runs through the Whole of his firit epiſtle, which was wrote as 
gainſt Cerinthus. | . 9
